A Petition of Richard Partridge, Agent for the Pro- 
vince of Pennfy/vania, and alfo Agent for the Province of 
New-Ferfey, was prefented to the Houfe and read, fetting 
forth, That if the Bill, now depending in the Howe, to 
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enable His Majefty @ prohibit, for a Time to be limited, 
the Exportation of Corn and other Provifions out of 
Great-Britain, Ireland, and His Majefty’s Colonies and 
Plantations in America, fhould pafs into a Law, the Peti- 
tioner apprehends it would greatly affeét the faid Provin- 
ces of Pennfylvania and New-TFerfey ; and tend not only 
to the great Prejudice of the Inhabitants thereof, but alfa 
of the Britib Sugar Colonies in the Wef-Indies ; that it 
would occafion a Stagnation of the Trade and Commerce | 
of the faid two Provinces, incapacitate them from paying 
the Merchants of Great-Britain for the Briti Manu- 
fadtures annually imported there, and greatly diftrefs our 
Sugar Colonies, as alfo feveral other of our Plantations, 
for Want of Provifions ; and therefore praying, in Behalf 
of the faid Provinces, that they may be exempted the 
faid Bill, or that the Houfe would be pleafed to hake the 
Petitioner, by his Council, what he may have to offer, 
touching the Premifes, againft fo much of the faid Bill as 
will affect the faid Provinces of Penn/y/vania and New- 
TS erfey. 

Ordered, That the Petition do lie upon the Table until 
the faid Bill be read a fecond Time.

A Petition of the Merchants of London, whofe Names 
are thereunto fubfcribed, in Behalf of themfelves and others 
refiding in and trading to Ireland, Newfoundland, the 
Provinces of New-England, New-York, the Ferfies, Penn- 
hlvania, Maryland, Virginia, North- and South-Carolina 


and the Britis Sugar-Iflands, was prefented to the Houfe 


and read, fetting forth, That by the Exports of Provifions 
from Jreland and the Northern Britif Colonies in Ame- 
rica tothe Engl Sugar-Iilands, a very great and va- 
luable Trade is carried on, without which thofe Iflands 
will not be able to fubfift, their whole Dependance for @ 
conftant Supply of Victuals being thereon ; that fince the 
Exportation of Rice from Carolina direétly to Portugal 
hath been admitted, and the Merchants trading to and fron» 
Carolina have fallen into the Method of Clearing the 
Ships with Rice defigned for the Markets of Holland, 
Hamburgh, &c. at an out Port in the Engl Channel, the 
Planteis of that Grain have greatly increas’d their Plan- 
tations ; and, by rendering it very cheap in Ewrope, have 
obtain’d the fupplying the Dutch and German Markets 
therewith, which heretofore had it from the Mediterra- 
mean; that the Benefits arifing to Great-Britain from 
thefe Branches of Trade are very great, particularly im 
employing a large Number of Shipping, whereby Sailors 
are increas’d, and the many Tradefmen, dependant on Na- 
vigation, fupported ; and that if any Stop be put to that 
Courfe of Bufinets, which is.neceflarily carried on by His 
Majefty’s Subjects, from one Colony or Plantation to ano- 
ther, for their mutual Support, and from America to En- 
rope, in Return for thofe Goods and Manufactures which 
we fend them from thefe Kingdoms, and which they can- 
not pay for but by the Returns of what they produce, 
the Petitioners conceive it may tend to deftroy the beft 
Branch of Trade we have now left; and that it will be 
in its Confequences ruinous to Navigation, and to many 
Thouiands of His Majefty’s Subjects ; and therefore pray- 
ing the Houfe, That they may be heard by themfelves or 
Council, againft the Bill to enable His Majeity to prohibit, 
for a Time to be limited, the Exportation of Corn and 
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other Provifions out of Great-Britain, leland and His 
Majefty’s Colonies and Plantations in America. 

Ordered, ‘That the faid Petition be referr’d to the 
Confideration of the Committee of the whole Houfe, to 
whom the faid Bill is committed ; and that the Petitioners 
be heard by themfelves upon their faid Petition, if they 
think fit, before the faid Committee.

The CROWN of England’s Titde to America prior te 
that of Spain. 
SIR, 


H A'T the vaft Continent of America was firkt dif- 

covered by Britons, above three hundred Years t2- 
fore the Spaniards had any Footing there ; and that the 
Deicendants of that firft Colony of Britons who then feated 
themfelves there, are itill a diitinét People, and retain their 
o iginal Language, is a Matter of Faét, which may be 
indi{putably proved, by the concurrent Account of feveral 
Writers and Travellers, | thal! firft quote a Letter of Mr. 
Morgan Ff cnes, Chaplain to thg Plantations of South-Caro- 
dina, fert to Dr. Thomas Lhyd of Pennfylvania, by whom 
it was tranfmitted to Charles Lhyd of Dol-y-fran in Mont- 
gomeryfoire, Efq; and afterwards communicated to Dr. 
Robert Photi, by the Hards of Mr. Edward Liuid, A. M. 
Keeper of the 4fmolean Mufeum in Oxford. It is as 
follows. 

“ Thefe Preients may certify all Perfons whatfoever, 
that in the Year 1660, I being then an Inhabitant 
in Virginia, and Chaplain to Major General Bennet 
of Manjfeman County, the faid Major Bennet and 
Sir William Berkley fent two Ships to Port-Royal, 
Carolina, now called South-Carol'na, which is 60 1 agues 
to the Southward of Cape-Fear ; «ind I was fent therewith 
to be their Minifler. Upon the 8th of 4pri/'we fet out 
from Virginia, and arriv’d at the Harbour’s Mouth of 
Port-Royal the 19th of the fame Month, where we waited 
for the reft of the Fleet that was to fail from Barbadoes 
and Bermuda with one Mr. ’e?, who was to be Deputy- 
Governor of the faid Place. As foon as the Fleet came 
in, 
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in, the {mall Veffels that were with us fail’d up the River to 
a Place called the Oy/er-Point. There I continued about 
eightMonths ; all which Time being almoft ftarved for want 
of Provifions, I and five more travell’d thro’ the Wildernefs 
*till we came to the Zx/fcorara Country : There the Tu/ora- 
ra Indians took us Prifoners, becaufe we told them we were 
bound for Roanoke: That Night they carried us into their 
Town, and fhut us up clofe by ourfelves, to our no {mall 
Dread.'The next Day they enter’d into a Confultation about 
us; which after it was over, theirInterpreter told us, that we 
muft prepare ourfelves to die next Morning. Whereupon 
being very much dejected, and {peaking to this Effet in the 
Britifh Tongue, “ Have | efcaped fo many Dangers, and 
‘* muft I now be knocked on the Head like a Dog?” 
Then prefently an Indian came to me, which afterwards 
appear’d to be 2 War-Captain belonging to the Sachim of 
the Doegs (whofe Original 1 find muft needs be from the 
Old Britons) and took me up by the Middle, and told me 
in the Brith Tongue, J /Sould not die: And thereupon 
went te the Emperor of Tu/corara, and agreed for my 
Ranfom, and the Men that were with me. They then 
welcomed us to their Town, and entertained us very civilly 
and cordially four Months; during which Time, I had 
the Opportunity of converfing with them familiarly in the 
Britifh Language ; and did preach to them three Times @ 
Week in the fame Language; and they would ufually con- 
fer with me about any thing that was difficult therein ; and 
at our Departure they abundantly fupply’d us with what- 
ever was neceflary to our Support and Well-being. ‘They 
are feated upon Pontigo-River, not far from Cape-Atros. 
This is a brief Recital of my Travels among the Doeg 


Indians. 
Morgan Fones, the Son of Fobp 
New-York, March =Fones of ‘Ba/aleg, near News 
10th, 1685-6. Port, in the County of Mon- 
mouth. 
P.S. Tam ready to conduét any Weldman, ot others, 
to the Country.” 
I thall next make fome Remarks on the above Letter. 
It appears by this Narrative, that the Author, Mr. 
Aborgan Jones, was probably unacquainted with phe Hit 
tory 
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tory of hisown Country. He was furpriz’d (and well he 
might) to hear the Doeg Indians talk the Brit Lan- 
guage; and concludes (and indeed very juftly) that they 
mutt be defcended from the Old Britons; but when and 
ow, our Author feems tobe at a Lofs. But the W2/4 
Hiftory (firft wrote by Caradoc Abbot of Llancarvan,and 
fince publifhed by Dr. Powe//) fets the whole Matter in a 
clear Light, and unravels the Myftery. For it informs us, 
that in theYear 1170, Madic ap Owen Gwyneth {to avoid 
the Calamities and Diftractions of a Civil War at Home) 
took a Refolution to go in Queft of fome remote Country 
to live in Peace. And fo having directed his Courfe due 
Welt, he landed in fome Place of that vaft Continent now 
Called America. There being charmed with the Fertility 
of the Soil (after having built fome flight Fortifications for 
the Security of his People) he returns home to North- 
Wales, leaving 120 Men behind. There reciting his fuc- 
cefsful Voyage, and defcribing the fruitful and_pleafant 
Land he found out, he prevailed with many of his Coun- 
trymen, Menand Women, toreturn with him, to enjoy 
that Tranquility in a remote Country, which they could 
not in theirown, The brave Adventurers put out to Sea 
in ten Barges, laden with all manner of Neceffaries, and by 
GOD"s Providence landed fafely in the fame Harbour they 
arrived at before : It is very probable it was about Mexico, 
fince there Prince Madoc was bury’d, as his Epitaph fince 
found there, does make evident beyond all Contradiction.

Tt is indeed the common Opinion, that in the Courfe of 

a few Generations, Madoc and his Men incorporated with 
the Natives, and made one People with them ; whence 
proceed the various Briti/ Words that the Europeans found 
among the Mexico Indians, fuch as Pen-gwyn, Groefa, 
Gwenddwr, Bara, Tad, Mim, Buwceh, Clugiar, Lijwynoc, 
Coch y dwr, with many more recited in Sir Thomas Her- 
bert’s Travels, p. 222. But by this Narrative it hon 
_—— ent, 
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dent, that they keep as yet a diftinct People, at leaft in the 
Year 1660, when our Author was amongft them. For 
Mr. Jones fays, he not only converfed with them about 
the ordinary Affairs of Life, but preached to them three 
Times a Week in the Britith Language ; and that they ufual- 
ly confulted him when any thing appeared difficult in the 
fame Language ; which evidently demonftrates, that they 
ftill preferve their original Language, and are ftill a Colo- 
ny or People unmixed. 

Now if a premier Difcovery confers a Right (as it feems 
it isa Maxim in Politicks) them the Crown of Exeland has 
an indifputable Right to the Sovereignty of thofe Countries 
in America; for the Spaniards had no Footing there "till 
the Year 1492, 322 Years fince the firft Ditcovery by 
Prince Madoc. Some Statefmen indeed would fain have 
perfuaded Q. Elizabeth to infift on this Title (as is men- 
tioned by Dr. Heylin, p. 1000. Ed. 3. of his Geography.) 
But they had only an obfcure Tradition then, that was 
thought would not bear Proof: But this Narrative fets off 
the whole Matter beyond Difpute; wherein our Author 
writes with fuch Simplicity and unaffected Style, and 
without any ftudied Eloquence, as ’tis plain he had nothing 
in View, but to relate the naked Truth. And fince this 
is a Matter of Faét fo well attefted, backed with fuch Va- 
riety of Incidents, let no: the pred Dons any more aflume 
the Glory of this noble Difcovery ; but let our moft puif-

From R. Beverly’s Hiffory of Virginia. 
Of the Conflitution of Government in Virginia. 
Se. 1. T HE firft Settlement of this Country, was 
under the Direction of a Company of 
Merchants incorporated. 
The firft Conftitution of Government appointed by them, 
was by a Prefident and Council, which Council was nomi- 


nated by the Corporation, or Company in London, and the 
Prefident 
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Prefident annually chofen by the People in Virginia. 

In the Year 1610, this Conititution was altered, and 
the Company obtain’d a new Grant of his Majefty ; 
whereby they themfelves had the Nomination of the Go- 
vernor, who was obliged to aét only by Advice in 
Council. 

In the Year 1620, an Affembly of Burgefles was firit 
called, from all the inhabited Parts of the Country, who 
fat in Confultation with the Governor and Council, for 
fettling the public Affairs of the Plantation. 

When the Company was diflolv’d, the King continued 
the fame Method of Government, by a Governor, Council, 
and Burgeffes; which three being united were call’d the 
General Afiembly. 

This General Affembly debated all the weighty Affairs 
of the Colony, and enaéted Laws for the better Govern- 
ment of the People; and the Governor and Council were 
to put them in Execution. 

‘The Governor and Council were appointed by the King, 
and the Affembly chofen by the People. 

Afterwards the Governor had a more extenfive Power 
put into his Hands, fo that his Affent in all Affairs be- 
eame abfolutely neceffary ; yet was he itill bound to ac& 
by Advice of Council in many Things. 

Until the Rebellion 1676, the Governor had no Power 
to fufpend the Counfellors, nor to remove any of them 
from the Council-Board. 

Then a Power was given him of fufpending them, but 
with Provifo, that he gave fubitantial Reafons for fo doing ; 
and was anfwerable to his Majefty for the Truth of the 
Accufation. 

Then alfo this Model of Government by a Governor, 
Council and Affembly, was confirm’d to them with a far- 
ther Claufe, That if the Governor fhould happen to 
die, or be removed, and no other Perfon in the Country 
nominated by the Crown to fupply his Place; then the 
Prefident, or eldeft Councellor, with the Affiftance of any 
five of the Council, fhould take upon him the Adminif- 
tration of the Government ; all which are authorifed by 
Commifaon and Initructions to the Governor, 


Before 
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Before the Year 1680, the Council fat in the fame 
Houfe with the Burgeffes of Aflembly, much refembling 
the Model of the Scotch Parliament; and the Lord Co- 
peper taking Advantage of fome Difputes among them, 
procur’d the Countil to fit apart from the Aflembly ; and 
fo they became two diftinét Houfes, in Imitation of the 
two Houfes of Parliament in Englazd, the Lords and 
Commons: And fo is the Conftitution at this Day. 


§. 2. The Governor is appointed by the Crown; his 
Commiffion is under Seal, and runs during Pleafure. 

He reprefents the King’s Perfon there in all ‘Things, 
and is fubjeét to his Inftruétions. 

His Affent is neceflary to the Laws, agreed upon by the 
Council and Afflembly ; without it no Law can be made. 

His Teit to all Laws fo affented to, is alfo requifite. 

He calls Affemblies by Advige of Council, but prorogues 
or diffolves them without. 

He calls and prefides in all Councils of State, and hath 
his Negative there alfo. 

He appoints Commiffioners of County Courts for the 
Adminiltration of Juftice, by Confent of Council. 

He grants Commiffions to all Officers of the Militia, 
under the Degree of a Lieutenant General, (which ‘Title 
he bears himfelf) as he thinks fit. 

He orders and difpofes the Militia for the Defence of 
the Country. 

He tefis Proclamations. 

He difpofes of the unpatented Land according to the 
Charter, the Laws of that Country, and his Inftru€tions ; 
for which end, and for other public Occafions, ‘the Seal 
of the Colony is committed to his keeping. 

All Iffues of the public Revenue muft bear his Teft. 

And by virtue of a Commiffion from the Admiralty, he 
is made Vice- Admiral. 

The Governor’s Salary, till within thefe 45 Years laft 

aft,.was no more than a thoufand Pounds a Year; ‘be- 
fides which, he had about five hundred more -in Perqui- 
fites: Indeed, the General Aflembly by a public A&, 
made an Addition of two hundred Pounds a Year to Sir 
William Berkeley in particular, out of the great -~ 
an 
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and Efteem they bore to that Gentleman, who had been 
a long time a good and juft Governor; and who hiad laid 
out the greateit Part of his Revenue in Experiments, for 
the Advantage and Improvement of the Country; and 
who had befides fuffered extremely in the Time of the 
Uturpation. But this Addition was to determine with 
his Government. 

Sir William Berkgly, after the thort Interval of Fefery’s 
and Chick/ey’s being Deputy-Governors, was fucceecded by 
the Lord Colepepper ; who under pretence of his being a 
Peer of England, obtain’d of King Chars II. a Salary of 
2000 1 befides 1607. a Year for Houfe-rent, becaufe 
there was no Houfe appointed by the Country for the Go- 
vernor’s Reception, This Salary has continued ever fince 
to the fucceeding Governors. 

If the Adininiftration of the Government happen to fall 
into the Hands of the Prefigent and Council, there is then 
ufually allow'd to the Prefident, the Addition of five hun- 
dred Pounds a Year only; and to the Council no more 
than what is given them at other Times. 


4. 3. The Gentlemen of the Council are appointed 
by Letter or Inftruétion from his Majefty, which fays no 
more, but that they be fworn of the Council. 

The Number of the Counfellors, when compleat, is 
twelve ; and, if atany time by Death or Removal, there 
happen to be fewer than nine refiding in the Country, them 
the Governor has Power to appoint and {wear into the 
Council, fuch of the Gentlemen of the Country, as he fhall 
think fit, to make up that Number, without expecting any 
Dire&tion from England. 

The Bufinefs of the Council, is to advife and affift the 
Governor in all important Matters of Government, which 
he fhall confult them, in. 

In the General Affembly, the Council make the Upper- 
Houfe, and claim an entire negative Voice to all Laws, as 
the Hovfe of Lords in Exgland. 

The Salary of the Council is in all but 350 /. per Ana. 
to be proportion’d among them according to their Atten- 
dance on General Courts, and Aflemblies. 


§. 4. The 
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§. 4. The Burgefles of Affembly are elected, and re- 
turn’d from all Parts of the Country, ez. from each Coun- 
ty two, and from James City one; and from the College 
one; which make up in all 60 Burgeffes ; they are con- 
ven'd by Writs iflued from the Secretary’s Office, un- 
der the Seal of the Colony, and the Teft of the Governor, 
Thefe are direéted to the Sheriff of each County refpective- 
ly, and ought to bear Date at leaft forty Days before the 
Return. ‘The Freeholders are the only Ele€tors, and 
wherever they have a Freehold (if they be not Women, or 
under Age, or Aliens) they have a Vote in the Eleétion. 
The Method of fummoning the Freeholders, is by Publi- 
cation of the Writ, together with the Day appointed by 
the Sheriff for Election, at every Church and Chappel in 
the County, two feveral Sundays fucceflively. The Elec- 
tion is concluded by Plurality of Voices ; and if either Par- 
ty be diflatisfied, or thinks he has not fair Treatment, he 
may demand a Copy of the Poll, and upon Application to 
the Houfe of Burgefiés, fhall have his Complaint inquired 
into. But to prevent undue Elections, many Acts have been 
there made agreeable to fome lately enacted in England. 

The firft Bufinefs of a Convention, by the Governor's 
Direétion, is to make Choice of a Speaker, and to prefent 
him in full Houfe to the Governor. Upon this Occafion 
the Speaker, in the Name of the Houfe, petitions the Go- 
vernor to corfirm the ufual Liberties and Privileges of Af- 
fembly, namely, Accefs to his Perfon, whenever they fhalt 
have Occafion ; a Freedom of Speech and Debate in the 
Houfe, without being farther accountable; a Protection 
of their Perfons and their Servants from Arreft, &c. And 
thefe being granted by the Governor, and the Caufe of 
their Meeting declared by him, they proceed to do Bufi- 
nefs, choofing Committees, and in other Things, imitating 
as near as they can, the Method of the Honourable Houle 
of Commons in England. ° 

The Laws having duly paft the Houfe of Burgeffes, the 
Council, and the Governor’s Affent ; they are tranfmitted 
tothe King by the next Shipping, for his Approbation, 
his Majefty having another negative Voice. But they 
immediately become Laws, and are in Force upon the Go- 
vernor’s firft pafling them, and fo remain, if his _— 
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don’t aétually repeal them, although he be not pleafed ta 
declare his Royal Affent one way or other. 

‘There are no appointed Times for their Convention ; 
but they are call’d together, whenever the Exigencies of 
the Country make it neceflary, or his Majefty is pleas’d to 
order any Thing to be propofed to them.

Brethren, 


| Intended to have met you laft Year, but the Smail- 
Pox, a Diitemper that has ever proved fatal to you, 

deing then very rife in New-York, I was fearful that the 
Infection might be conveyed to you by fome one or other, 
Curiofity generally leading many People from thence hi- 
ther at the Time of our Meeting. In Tendernefs there- 
fore to you, I put off our Interview to this Time ; and it 
is with much Pleafure I now fee you, that we may brigh- 
ten and ftrengthen the Covenant-Chain that has fo long 
tied us in mutual Friendfhip and brotherly Affeéction, 
which I hope will continue inviolable to the End of the 
World ; notwithitanding the Arts and Intrigues of our 
old 
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old Enemies, who leave no Means uneflayed to divide us, 
and t2ke all Occafions to weaken, and at length to root 
out your Name and Nations: This the wifelt among you 
know full well; but the ungovernable Paffions of your 
Youth, often render your cooler and better Counfels 
fruitlefs ; of this, the frequent and almoft conftant Prac- 
tice of their joining the French Parties, who go out to de- 
ftroy the diftant Nations of Jzdians, with whom you have 
no Pretence of Enmity, is a flagrant Inftance: Nor have 
the French any juft Caute to quarrel with them ; for it is 
chiefly to enlarge their Dominions, to bring honeft and 
innocent Nations under their Power and Tyranny, and to 
make them fubfeivient to their unjuft Views, that they 
make War againit them. A Condu& very different 
from ours, who treat all thofe Nations of Jzdiaxs, wha 
are under the Protection of the Great King your Father, 
with Benevolence, Kindnefs and Humanity, ftudying to 
protect them in their Freedom, and withing you all to 
increaie in Number as the Stars in Heaven. Nor do we 
feels Cccafions to extirpate Nations with whom we have 
no Alliance ; No, onthe contrary, we invite them, we 
unite them with us, we receive them with open Arms, 
and ule them with Kindnefs and Humanity, fuffering them 
to enjoy that ineftimable Bleffing, their Liberty, without 
[Difturbance. In this Difference of our Conduc&t and 
that of the French, may be feen the Difference between 
Freedom and Slavery, between Englifhbmen and Frenchmen 3 
and you are too difcerning not tq fee which of them is 

the mott eligible, and whote Friendthip is moft preferable. 
You are, when you are united, like a ftrong Rope made 
up of many fmall Threads, which, when twiited toyge- 
ther, refifts the greateft Force; but by feparating the 
Threads it is eafily broken. ‘lhe Method your Enemies 
make ufe of, to break you, is this; they know it is in 
vain to aflail you when twiited together ; they therefore 
endeavour to divide you, and then break fome of the 
Threads, by leading your Youth on Expeditions that they 
lenow will prove fatal to them, whereby the Rope will be 
fo weakned, by Degrees, that it will at length yield to a 
fnall Force. ’*Tis high Time therefore, to apply your 
felves heartily to make your ae fentible of the Snake 
ia 
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in the Grafs, that they may avoid their fecret Enemy, 
and to infpire them with true Notions of Liberty, Virtue 
and Honour. Are they Lovers of Liberty ? let them not 
endeavour to deprive others of theirs ; but teach them this 
golden Rule, Of doing to others enly what they would that 
others fbould do unto them. Is Virtue amiable in your Eyes? 
teach them how deteftable the Vices are of Butchering 
their Fellow-Creatures, and laying wafte whole Countries, 
who have given them no Provocation. Is Cowardice a 
Vice they hold in Contempt, or a Coward a Wretch they 
defpife? tell them it is baie and cowardly to kill helplefs 
and defencelefs Women and Children, and that the Scalps 
which they bring home of fuch, inftead of being ‘Trophies 
of their Valour, will be Monuments of their Barbarity, 
Cruelty and Cowardice. Do they delight in the Ufe of 
Arms? the Savage-Beafts will find them Employ, try 
their Courage, and inure them to Dangers. Have they 
filial Piety and brotherly Affeétion? let them referve 
themfelves to defend their Kindred and every Thing that is 
dear to them from the Attempts of their Enemies, if at any 
time they fhould be invaded: ‘That will be a War where- 
in you may reafonably hope for Succefs on your Arms. 
For my Part, itis my kind Concern for you that makes 
me fpeak thus to you. I have your Peace and Happinefe 
very much at Heart, and very zealoufly wifh your Prof- 
perity. I would have all the feveral Nations of Indians 
under the King’s Protection, how near or how diftant fo- 
ever they live to or from us, united in one common 
Covenant-Chain of Friendfhip and Alliance: Such an 
Union would fecure you all from the open Attempts or 
fecret Snares of your Enemies, be they who they will. 
And if there be any other Nations, who have not yet 
put themfelves under His Majeity’s Protection, that you 
are willing to cultivate a good Underitanding with, and 
who may be worthy of your Alliance, iavite them to it, 
make them your fait Friends by that and all other Ads 
of Friendthip and Humanity, that your united Body may 
{till be flronger, and your Enemies have more Caufe to 
dread you, if they fhould unjuitly attempt any thing a- 
gainit you, of whofe fecret Practices too you ought al- 
ways to be watchful. You have been long acquainted 
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with their Arce. What is the End, think you, they pro- 
pofe to themfelves in attempting to feduce you? Is it 
Trade? No: They have a more beneficial one with 
other Nations; nor have they Goods always to fupply 
you or them with. I will tell.you what it is; you he 
too near them ; youare able to annoy them, a they 
give you juft Provocati ion, or to reftrain them from their 
wonted Cruelty to Nations lying beyond you, or in Al- 
lance with you. And now, knowing their Views, you 
ought carefully to guard againft their Arts and Intrigues, 
and trufting to your own Virtue, an extenfive Alliance, 
and the great King your Father’s Prote€tion, you may 
live in Peace and enjoy the Fruits of your Labour with 
the utmoft Satisfaction and Security. If you neg!eét my 
Advice, you will fooner or later have Caule to repent it. 
‘Think ferioufly of it, and let your Memory witnels for 
me, that I gave you timely Warning of your Fate 5 but 
] hope better Things from you, and in that por I now 
renew, brighten and i ftrengthen the Covenant-Chain, affa- 
ring you, that we will all on our Part be careful to keep 
it from Ruift, and preferve it inviolable to the End of the 
World, and I expect the fame from you. 
Gave a Belt of Wampurn. 
Brethren, 

Iam inforrged, that fome of the Onondace Sachims 
went to Canada, to fpeak with the Governor of that 
Place, after you had all been acquainted with my Refolu- 
tion to meet you here this Summer, and not long before 
the Interpreter went to fummon you hither, which 1 
cannot but refent. But after what I have already faid, 
I hope none of you will be any more ntifled by a People, 
whom you have tog much Caufe to fufpect of fecret De- 
figns againft you, 

Gave a String of Wampum. 
Brethren, 

Iam very glad that the Defign which fome of you 
had, to ftop the Road to Ofwego, is laid afide, and the 
wifer Refolution taker, of keeping i itopen. Your own In- 
tereft is highly concerned in having a Place of ‘Trade in the 
middle of your Nations, and I am perfuaded that you feel 
the good Effects of it more and-more. Suffer not, therefore, 

I2 any 
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any more Interruption to be given to the Traders, but 
encourage them to frequent that Market by all the good 
Offices and Affiftance you can give them. You are ien- 
fiBle that I take all poffible Care, that you fhould be well 
ufed in your Dealings; nor is that all, the Benefit you 
receive by having a Smith refide in the remoteit of your 
Nations, enables you to make your Hunting turn to a 
better Account than otherwife it would, for your Guns 
are now kept in good Repair, without the Lofs of ‘Time 
in travelling far from Home to have them mended when 
they want it. 
Gave a String of Wampum. 
Bi ethren, 

I highly commend your Wifdom, in not fuffering the 
French to get Footing at Tierondequat. You are too well 
acquainted with them, not to know, that if, by your Per- 
mifhion, they had built but a {mall Fifhing-Hut there, 
they would foon, without your Leave, have built a Fort ; 
and then what had become of your Liberty? You muf 
have held that, and your Country too, at their Pleafure ; 
have been compelled to fell your Bever, and to take their 
Goods, at whatever Price they would fet upon them, 
whereby you would ina fhort Time be reduced to a moft 
Geplorable Condition: And if you do not fpeedily fall 
upon fome Meafures to prevent it, they may by Treache- 
ry gain their Ends, and fix themfelves there before you 
are aware of it. 

Gave a Belt. 
Brethren, 

Upon Complaint made to the Great King your Fa- 
ther by the Governor of Virginia, that fome of your 
young Men had murdered fome of His Majefty’s Subjects 
in that Province, I received His Majeity’s Commands to 
conclude a general Peace between you and all the Na- 
tions of Jndians under His Majetty’s Protection, of which 
Tdireéted the Commiflioners of Jzdian Affairs to acquaint 
you, which they did, and you exprefled your Inclination 
to come into it; and that you might be the better pre- 

ared to do it now, I fent you Notice, that That was 
partly the BufinefS of this Interview. All the Nations 
of Indians under the King’s Protection, who live to the 
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Wefward and Southward of you, even as far as the Spa- 
niards, would have fent their Deputies hither at this Time, 
were it not that we are now actually engaged in a War 
with Spain. However, they have defired me to nego- 
tiate the Peace on their Parts, afluring me, they will ra- 
tify it fully and abfolutely, and I do folemaly engage for 
their Performance of it. 

The Great King your Father -Jooks upon you and 
every Nation of Jnzdians under his Proteétion as his Chil- 
dren, and it is his Defire, that you fhould all live in the 
ftri€teit Friendfhip and brotherly Affeétion with each o- 
ther ; and that.you may be infeparably united, it is his 
Pleafure, that all the Nations lying to the Wefavard and 
Southavard of you, even as far as the River AU/zfipi, be 
admitted into the Covenant-Chain, fo that from hence- 
forth all Animofities, and all Caufes of Diflike, Com- 
plaint and Enmity, may ceafe and be buried in eternal 
Oblivion ; and being as one Family, you will be careful 
of each others Safety, not coumtenancing or concealing 
any Attempts that you fhall know to be formed againit 
any of you by any of your or our Enemies, but that you 
vive immediate Notice thereof to the Nation againit 
whom fuch a Defign is formed. This I faithfully pro- 
mile on the Part of all the Nations of Jydians to the 
Southward and Iheyiwara of you, fhall be performed by 
them toyou; and I expeé you make the like folemn 
Promile to me on your Part. 

Gave a Belt of Wampum. 

Phe Peace about which I now treat with you, is not 
entered upon by me ur the Nations I have mentioned, 
of our own Heads. it is what the Great King your 
‘ather has commanced, and recommended to you all ; 
and furely his Commands, that carry with them, as this 
doth, a general and paternal Care and Concern for the 
Peace and Happineds of all his Children and Subjects, 
cannot but be obeyed with Chearfulnefs, and obferved with 
Conitancy : His Majetty therefore expects it, aud I do 
admit all the Nations of Jndiams under His Majefty’s 
ProteCtion, lying to the Southward and Weflward of us, 
even as far as the great River Miijifipi, into the Cove 
nant-Chein with us, as fully and ablolutcly, to at 
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- and Purpofes, as if they had been originally and conftant- 


comprehended in it ; fo that henceforward they are to be 
confidered as our Brethren. in all Refpe&s, as amply as 
if they had been born and bred in your own Caftles and 
Houfes, and defcended from your Anceftors. ‘To confirm 
what I have faid, I give this Belt of Wampum, which I 
defire may be kept by you forever.

iY peo fpoke to as the other Day, and we have very well 
underflood the Purport of what you faid: We do not 

antend to repeat it Word for Word, but only anfwer the 

principal Heads. : 

You told us the Reafon you did not come up before, was, 
that the Small Pox were at New-York, that you «was 
Jearful that Difemper would fpread, that therefore it was 
out of Tendernefs tous that you did not come. You alfo faid, 
that you was very glad to fee us bere, we are alfo glad 
of the Opportunity to fee you, our Brother, bere. 

Brother Corlaer, 

You aljo faid, that the Reafon of your Coming was, to 
renew that antient Covenant-Silver-Chain which bas fo 
bong united our Forefathers, and to brighten and frengthen 
the fame, and that the Covenant-Chain was fo firong and 
bright, that no Enemy ¢an ever break the fame while the 
W or la endures, . 

Brother 
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Brother Corlaer, 

We the Six Nations do alfa, as well as you, renew that 
antient Covenant-Chain «which has fo long fubjijled between & 
our Forefathers, and make the fame bright, car and 
ftrong 3 and promife on our Part that it joall endure to the 
End of the World. No one that has entered into Covenant 
avith us, has ever had Reafon to complain of us, that we have 
been Covenant- Breakers. 

Gave a Belt of Wampum. 
Brother Corlaer, 

You alfo faid, That you had acquainted the Commi ffioners, 
and they us, that you intended Jhartly to meet us bere, and 
that we foould flay at Home and not goto Canada. We 
confefs it was told us. You faid likewife, that you very 
much refented, that fome of the Onondage Sachims are 
gone to Canada ; but we hope you will excufe them. They 
are not gone there to do us burt, but for the Advantage of 
us all, 

Gave a String of Wampum. 
Brother Corlaer, 

You alfo thanked us for out wife Management, in keeping 
open and clearing up the Road to Olwego; and told us, 
that the Trading-Houfe there flands in the Midjt of our Na- 
tions; that it is a vaft Advantage to the Six Nations, - 
becaufe we can get there what we want or defre: But 
we think, Brother, that your People, who trade there, have 
the mf Advantage by it, and that it is as gooa for them as 
a Silver Mine. 

Brother, 

You faid, that if at any Time we fhould fee any of your 
People going to Olwego, that we fhould aff them. We 
thank you for your Requefl, we like it very well: At the 
Carrying-Place they are generally in Want of Afiftance, 
and we promife, that we will help them there in carrying 
their fmaller Things, but the large Cafes and Bales they 
may have rid over. 

Brother, 

We defire, that Pouder and Lead may be fild cheaper 
at Ofwego than it is at prefent, which will be a Means 
to draws the far Nations thither ; and we hope that none 
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of the Traders at Ofwego may give any Reafin, or be the 
Occaf on of any Quarrel or Dj ifturbance betawveen us. 
We defire pee that Bi uber, Corlaer wi// take care that 


awe may be better paid Sr building Houfes at Olwego. 
Gave a String of Wampum. 


His Honour anfwered them. 
Brethren, 
] T feems you do not rightly apprehend what I mean 
or intend, when I recommend to you to aflift your 
Brethren the ‘Traders, when they are going to Ofwege 
to Trade. It is not that you fhould carry any of their 
fmaller ‘Things on the Carrying-Place, unlefs they do de- 
fire it from you, for that would be a Means to difcou- 
rage that Trade: Wherefore you ought to leave them at 
their Liberty, and ng ftop the Road nor interrupt that 
‘Trade, which is certainly a great Advantage to you as 
well as the far Nations. As to what you defire, to have 
Powder and Lead fold cheaper at Oyavego than it is at 
prefent, the Market varies accor rding as Goods are in 
Demand in Europe. You have found by Experience, 
that the more Skins are brought to Ofwego, the cheaper 
vou have Goods, Every Man in Trade makes the beft 
idvantage for himfelf he can, fo that I can give no 
Diregtions how the Traders fhall fell their Goods ; but 
only recommend to them, to ufe you well, to encourage 
the Crade in general, and to give no Occafion of any 
Quarrel dr Difturoance between you. 
Then she Indians proceeded, 
Brother, 
VY OU alfa faid, that we had a&ed very wifely, in not 
Suffering the French to fettle at Tierondequat ; 3 and 
that.if they had only Liberty to build a F; hing - Hut there, they 
cvould foon build a firong Fort. We perceive, that both 
jou and the French intend to fettle that Place ; but we are 
ful ly refokved, that neither you nor they fhall fettle there. 
There is a Fealoufy between you and the Governor of Ca- 
nada about that Place. If either the one or the other thould 
fettle there, we think it would breed Mifchief; fuch near 
Neighbours Jeldim can agree. Wa think the Trading-Houje 
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at Oiwego and that at Niagara are near ewough to each 
other: For Trading-Houfes, too near, generally quarrel about 
the Trade. 
Gave a Bel. 
Brother, 

You all told us, that you compared us to a Rope, which 
being twijled together is difficult to be broken; but when 
untwifted and divided into Threads, then it is eafily broken. 
We think uot that we divide this Rope of which you freak, 
but on the contrary, frengthen the fame, by making Friend- 
froip and Alliance with many Nations, which has always 
been commanded us by all the Givernors of New-York. 
All the Indians which vere formerly our Enemies, ave now 
entered into Covenant with us, almoft as far as the River 
Miffiffipi. 

Brother, 

You alfo faid, that you fpeak in the Name of the King of 
Great-Britain, our Father; that it is bis Will, that all 
the Nations of Indians under his Protection, thould be as 
ene Body. As our Father the Great King has command- 
ed us, that we lbould be as ont Flelh and Blood with the 
Indians to the Southward and Weltward as far as 
Miffiffipi, 2 we accept of them as Brethren, that we 
may be united as one Body, ome Heart and one Flo, 
according to the King’s Commandment: But then we de- 
frre, that fome of the Sachims of thofe Southern Indians 
do come here, which will much flrengthen and confirm this 
Treaty. We will give them two Years Time to come, 
and in the mean Time keep at home ail our Fighting Men. 

In former Times we were but Five Nations; but now 
fo many are entered into the Covenant-Chain with us, 
both to the Weltward and Northward, that they are al- 
moft innumerable, whom we mufi all acquaint with this 
Treaty, to keep them at Home from going to fight againft 
the Southern Nations, who are the only Nations that ave 
not entered into Covenant with us. 

Brother, 

The laft Belt you gave us, to link us and the Southern 
Nations together, we accept of, and it foall be kept at 
Onondage. We promife, that when thofe Southern Indi- 
ans come bere, we willgive them a Belt to anfwer this. 


His 
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His Honour anfwered them. 
Brethren, 


F you were in earneft about the Peace of which we 

now treat, you would not infiit upon thofe Nations 
fending a Number of their Sachims here, no more than 
you did on thofe to the Weftward and Northward, and 
thofe Treaties were made without the fpecial Command 
of the King your Father: But in this Cafe the King 
himfelf interpofes, and it is his Will, as a common Father, 
that you fhould live as Brethren together. It is im- 
poflible that all the Nations to the Southward fhould 
meet you here or any where, but they have made choice 
of me, and I ftand in their Stead, and, as I told you 
before, I do engage myfelf, that they fhall perform 
what I have promited in their Behalf, 

Before I deliver you the Prefents, which I told fome 
of you, I had fram the Governor of Virginia for you, 
in cafe you firmly and folemnly accepted all the Nations 
of Indians living to the Southward and Weflward as far 
as the River Mieiipi, who are under His Majefly’s 
Chedience and Subjeétion, into the Covenant-Chain, I 
expect that you will receive them, and conclude a Peace 
with me in their Behalf, and return me a Token to 
fend to the Governor of Virgixia asan everlafting Tef- 
timony that you have concluded fuch a Peace with them. 


The Anfwer of the Six Nations 
to what his Honour Jaid now, 

Brother, 
OU juft now told us, that you was fully impowered by the 
Indians, to the Southward and Weitward as far as 
Miffifipi ; and that you can tranfad this Affair as fully as 
if they were prefent, and that you engage for their Perfor- 
mance of this Treaty. On which Confderation we do agree 
to the Terms required by you, aud receive all the Indians 
aforesaid inte the Covenant-Chain with us, and feall ever 
look upon them as our Brethren, and as our own Fiefh, as 
if they had a&ually been born and bred among ft us: And as 
we have never yet been guilty of violating Treaties, fo you 
may depend, that we will keep this inviolable ta the End of 
(se 
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the World. IN TESTIMONY whereof we give 
you this Belt of Wampum to be fent to the Governor of 
Virginia, as an everlafling Token of this Peace.

Admiral Vernon, giving Advice of the Arrival of 
a large Squadron of Spani/o Meh of War, and likewife, of 
two French Squadrons, in the Weft-Indies ; and being of 
Opinion that they will rely on being fupplied with Provi- 
fions from thefe Parts, either immediately from the Freach 
Ports before a Rupture with them, or from St. Ew/asia or 
Coracoa afterwards: Wherefore, in order to hinder, as 
much as in us lies, any Supplies of Provifions from being 
carried to the Enemy, it is hereby ordered, that the Col- 
lector of his Majefty’s Cuftoms, do not clear any Veffels 
whatfoever, laden or to be laden with Provifions of any 
Sort, to any Port, Harbour or Place whatfoever, until the 
Matter of fuch Veflel has given Bond, with fufficient 
Sureties, that the fame fhall not be directly or indireétly 
landed or put on Shore in any Dutch, Danifh, French, ot 
any other Foreign Country or Settlement ; but that the 
fame fhall be actually, and dona fide, landed within fome of 
of his Majefty’s Colonies, Plantations or Dominions.

€ The Text of this Difcourfe, is the 8th Verfe of the 
LXth Chapter of Liaiah, Who are these that fly as 
a Cloud, and as the Doves to their Windows? The 
proper and natural Senfe of which Words of the 
Prophet, the Rev. Doétor thinks to be this, “ That 
‘* it is a pleafant and wonderous Thing to fee Souls 
“ flying to Fefus Chriff, to the Means of Grace 
** and Salvation which he has ordained and fanétified,

own reftlels Mifery is a kind of Temptation to him to 
temptothers. But GOD refleth in his high and holy Place : 
So that to fuppofe Him of .his own mere Motion, of his 
pure Will and Pleafure, happy as he is, to doom his Crea- 
tures, whether they will or no, to endlefs Mifery; is to 
impute fuch Cruelty to Him, as we cannot impute even to 
the great Enemy of GOD and Man. It is to reprefent 
the moft High GOD (He that hath Ears to hear, let him 
hear !) as more cruel, falfe, and unjuft than the Devil. 


25. This is the Blafphemy clearly contained in the 
Horrible Decree of Predeftination. And here I fix my 
Foot. On this I join Ilue with every Affertor of it. 
You reprefent GOD as worfe than the Devil: More 
Falfe,'more Cruel, more Unjuft. “ But, you jay, you 
‘will prove it by Scripture.” Hold! What will you 
prove by Scripture ? That GOD is worfe than the Devil ? 
It cannot be. Whatever that Scripture proves, it never 
can prove this. Whatever its true Meaning be, this can- 
not be its true Meaning. Do you afk, * What is its true 
*« Meaning then? IfI fay, I know not,” you have gain'd 
Nothing. For there are many Scriptures, the true Senfe 
whereof neither you nor I fhall know, ’till Death is fwal- 
lowed up in Victory. But this i know, Better it were to 
fay, It had no Senfe all ; than to fay it had fuch a Senfe 
as this. Itcannot mean, whatever it mean befides, that 
the GOD of Truth is a Lyar. Let it mean what it will, 
it cannot mean that the Judge of all the World is unjuft. 
No Scripture can mean, that GOD is not Love, or that 
his Mercy is not over all his Works. That is, Whatever 
it prove befide, no Scripture can prove Predeftination. 


26. This is the Blafphemy for which (however I love 
the Perfons who affert it) I abhor the Doétrine of Predefti- 
nation. A Doétrine, upen the Suppofition of which, if 
one could pofibly fuppofe it . a Moment, (call it Elec- 
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tion, Reprobation, or what you pleafe, for all comes to the 
fame Thing) one might fay to our Adverfary the Devil, 
“Thou Fool, why doft Thou roar about any longer ? 
“Thy lying in Wait for Souls is as needlefs and uielefs 
«‘as our Preaching. Heareft thou not, That GOD hath 
«*taken Thy Work out of Thy Hands? And that he doth 
«it much more effectually ?. Thou, with all Thy Princi- 
«* palities and Powers, canft only fo affault, that we may 
« refift Thee: But he can irrefiftibly deftroy both Body 
‘and Soul in Hell. Thou canft only entice ; but his un- 
«changeable Decree, to leave ‘Thoufands of Souls in 
“ Death, compels them to continue in Sin, “till they drop 
«‘ into everlafting Burnings. ‘Thou tempteit. He forceth 
*“‘usto bedamn’d. For wecannot refift his Will. Thou 
«« Fool, why goeft Thou about any longer, feeking whom 
« Thou mayeit devour? Heareft thou not, that GOD is 
«the devouring Lion, the Deftroyer of Souls, the Mur- 
“ derer of Men? Moloch cauied only Children to pafs thro’ 
« the Fire; And that Fire was foon quenched; or the 
«* corruptible Body being confumed, its ‘Torment was at an 
“End. But GOD, ‘Thou art told, by his Eternal Decree, 
«¢ fixed before they had done Good or Evil, caufes not on- 
“ly Children of a Span long, but the Parents alfo to pafs 
“‘ thro’ the Fire of Hell; ‘That Fire which never foall be 
“ quenched ; and the Body which is cait thereinto, being 
“ now incorruptible and immortal, will be ever confuming, 
“and never confumed: But the Soak of their Torment, 
“ becaufe it is GOD’s good Pleafure, afendeth up forever 


“* and ever.” 


27. O how would the Enemy of GOD and Man re- 
joice to hear thefe Things were fo! How would he cry 
aloud and {pare not! How would he lift up his Voice and 
fay, “ To your Tents, O Jrae/! Flee from the Face of 
« this GOD, or ye fhall utterly perifh. But whither will 
«« ye flee? Into Heaven? He is there. Down to Hell ? 


. He is therealfo. Ye cannot flee from an omniprefent 


«almighty Tyrant. And whether ye flee or ftay, I call 
«* Heaven his Throne, and Earth his Foot-{tool to witneis 
« againft you, ye thall perifh, ye fhall die eternally. Sing, 
«© Hell, and rejoice ye that are under the Earth ! A 
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«GOD, even the mighty GOD, hath fpoken, and devoted 
“to Death Thoufands of Souls from the Rifing of the

“* Let all thofe Morning-Stars fing together, who fell with 
** Lucifer, Son of the Morning. Letall the Sons of Hell 
** fhout for Joy ! For the Decree is paft, and who fhall 
** difanul it?

To the Author of the GENERAL MAGAZINE. 


T appears by the Refolutions of the Honourable the Houfe of 

Commons of Great Britain, that it is their Opinion, that the 
Ifuing Paper Currencies in the American Colonies hath been preju- 
dicial to the Trade of Great Britain, by caufing a Confufion in 
Dealings, and leffening of Credit in thofe Parts; and that there is 
Reafon to apprehend, that fome Meafures will be fallen upon, to 
hinder or reftrain any future Emiffions of fuch Currencies, when 
thofe that are now extant fhall be called in and funk. But if any 
Scheme could be formed, for fixing and afcertaining the Value of 
Paper Bills of Credit, in all future Emiffions, it may be prefumed 
fuch Reftraints will be taken off, as the Confufion complained of in 
Dealings would thereby be avoided. Something of this Kind is 
here attempted, in hopes that it may be improved into a ufefal 
Project. But I fhall firft fet down a few plain Remarks touching 
the Fluétuation of Exchange, and the Value of Gold and Silver in 
the Colonies; with fome Obfervations on the Ballance of Trade; 
in order to render what follows the more clear and intelligible. 

I. Every particular Man, that is concerned in Trade, whofe 
Impsrts and Exports are not exaétly equal, muft cither draw Bills of 
Exchange on other Countries, or Sy Bills to fend abroad to ballance 
his Accounts. 

Ii. The Exports and Imports in any Colony, may be managed b 
different Hands, and the Number of thofe chiefly imployed in the 
jatter may greatly exceed the Number of thofe imployed in the 
former. 

Hence it is evident there may fometimes be many Buyers and few 
Sellers of Bills of Exchange, even whilft the Exports may exceed in 
Value the Imports: And it is eafy to conceive, that in this Cafe, 
Exchange may rife. 

IU. The Britif Merchants, who trade tothe Colonies, are of 
ten unacquainted with the Advantages that may be made by building 
ef Ships there, or by the Commodities of thofe Colonies carried to 
the Weft-Indies, or to Foreign Markets: And for that Reafon, 
frequently order al] their Remittances in Bills of Exchange, tho 
lefs advantageous ; which mouft encreafe the Demand for Bills, an@ 
enhance the Price of them. 

TV. A great Demand in Ferope for any of the Commodities of 
the Colonies, arid large Orders for thofe Commodities from the 
rigs of Mertchants to their Factors here, with Directions to draw 
for the Value, may occafion Exchange to fall for a Time, even 
tho’ the Imports thould be greater than the Exports. 

V. Hetice it appears, that a fadden great Demand for Bills in the 
Colonies, may, at any time,gpivance the Exchange ; and a fudden 
great Demand abroad for their Commodities may fall the Exchange. 
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VI. Gold and Silver will always rife and fall, very near in Pro 
portion as Exchange rifes and falls ; being only wanted, in thofe Colo- 
nies that have a Paper Currency, for the fame Ufe as Bills of Ex- 
change, viz. for Remittances to England. 

VII. When few People can draw on Exchand, or furnith thofe 
who want Remittances with Gold or Silver, Paper Currency may 
fall with refpeé to Sterling-Money and Gold and Silver, (by which 
the Britif> Merchants always judge of it) and yet keep up to its 
Original Value in Refpeét to all other Things. 

VIII. From all thefe Confiderations, 1 think, it appears that the 
Rifing or Falling of the Exchange can be no fure Rule for Dif- 
covering on which Side the Ballance of Trade lies; becaufe that 
Exchange may be affeéted by various Accidents independent thereof. 
But in order to determine this Point with more Certainty, it thould 
be confidered ; 

IX. That whatever is imported, mutt, firftcr laft, be paid for in 
the Produce or Manufactures of the Country: If the Commodities 
@xported in one Year be not fufficient to pay for what is imported, 
the Deficiency muft be made up by exporting more in fucceeding 
Years ; otherwife the Colony becomes Debtor for fa much as the 
Deficiency is ; which at lait mutt be difcharged (if it is ever difcharged) 
by their Lands. 

X. If this has been the Cafe with any Colony ; or if the Debt of 
the Colony to Great Britain has been increafing for feveral Years 
fucceflively, it is a Demonttration that the Ballance of Trade is 
@gzinit them: But on the Contrary, if the Debt to Great Britain is 
leffening yearly, or not increafing, it is as evident, that the Ballance 
of Trade is not againft them ; notwithftanding the Currency of that 
Colony may be falling gradually all the while. 

I thall now proceed to the Scheme for fixing the Value of a Paper 
Currency, «12. 

XI. Let it be fixppofed, that in fome one of the Colonies the Sum 
ef 110,000 in Bills of Credit was propofed to be ftruck, and all other 
Currencies to be called in and deftroyed ; and that 133 4.65. 8d. in 
theie Bills thould be equivalent to 100 /. Sterling ; which likewife 
would make the {aid Bills equal to Foreign Coins, atthe Rates fet- 


.tled by the ACtof Parliament made in the Sixth Year of Queen 


Anne. At which Rate, according to this Scheme, it may be as 
well fettled as at any other. 

XII. Let One Hundred Thoufand Pounds be emitted on Loan, 
Bpon good Securities, either im Land or Plate, according to the Method 
ufed in Pen/y/vania, the Borrowers to pay Five per Cent per Annum 
Intereft, together with a Yawentieth Part of the Principal, which 
would give the Government an Opportunity of finking it by Degrees, 
if any Alteration in the Circumftances of the Province fhould make 
it neceflary: But if no fuch Neceflity appeared, fo much of the 
Principal as fhould be paid in, might be re-emitted on the fame 
Terms as before. 

XIII. The other Ten Thoufand Pounds to be Jaid out in fuch 
Commodities as fhould be moft likely to yield a Profit at Foreign 
Markets, to be thip’d off on Account of the Colony, in order to 
rail a Fund oy Bank in England; Which Sum, fo laid out, would 
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in two Years time, be returned into the Office again by the Intereft 
Money. 

X1V. The Truftees or Managers of this Bank to be impowered 
and directed to fupply all Pérfons that fhould apply to them, with 
Bills of Exchange, to be drawn on the Colony’s Banker in London, 
at the aforefaid Rate of 133 /. 6s. $ d. of the faid Bills of Credit for 
too /. Sterling. The Monies thus brought in, to be laid out again as 
before, and replaced in Eng/and in the faid Bank with all convenient 
Speed: And as thee provincial Bilis would have, at leait, as good a 
Credit as thofe of any private Perfon 3 every Man, who had occafion 
todraw, would, of Courfe, be obliged to difpofe of his Bills at the 
fame Rate. : 

XV. It is by Means of this Bank, that it ‘s propofed to regulate the 
Rate of Exchange ; and therefore it would be necefiary to make it 
fo large, or procure the Truftees fuch a Credit in London, as fhould 
difcourage and prevent any mifchievous Combinations for draining it 
and rendering the Defign ufelefs. 1 know of no Inconvenience that 
could arife by allotting double the propofed Sum for that Service, but 
that the annual Intereft would be leffen’d ; which in fome Govern- 
ments has been found a ufeful Engine for defraying the publick Ex- 
pence. But if only a Credit thould be thought needful, over and 
above the faid Sum, and upon fome Emergency Recourfe fhould be 
had to it, the Intereft-Money would foon afford fufficient Means 
for anfwering that Credit. 

XVI. The Truftees might further be impowered and direéted, to 
take in Foreign Coins, at the Rates prefcribed by the Act of Parlia- 
ment, from thofe who wanted to change them for Paper Currency, 
and to exchange for thofe who wanted Gold and Silver. This, it is 
imagined, might reduce thofe Coins again to a Currency, which now 
are only bought and fold asa Commodity. Or, if it thould be judged 
more advantageous to the Credit of the Paper-Currency, Part of the 
Proceeds of what fhould be fent abroad, might be returned to the Pro- 
vince in Goldand Silver, for creating a Fund here. 

XVII. [ hope it will appear upon examining into the Circum- 
ftances of the Paper-Money-Colonies, by the Rule propofed above, 
that the Ballance of Trade has not been fo much again‘t them as is 
commonly imagined ; but that the Fa!l of their Currencies, with 
Refpeét to Sterling, and to Gold and Silver, has been chiefly occafion- 
ed either by fome fuch Accidents as are above fhewed to influence it ; 
which by this Scheme will be all prevented: Or to their being iffued 
without any good Foundation for fupporting their Cred.t, fuch asa 
Land Security, &c. However that be, I think, there can be no 
room, upon our Plan, to fear, that the Credit of the Paper-Currency 
can be injur’d, even though the Ballance of Trade were againf the 
Colony, while their Bank in London can be duely fupported. 

From the fad Confequence of a lofing Trade, w/z. that of having 
the Property of the Lands transferr’d to another Country, it appears 
abfolutely neceffary for every Colony, that finds or fafpects that to 
be its own Cafe, to think timely of all proper Means for preventing it 5 
fuch as encouraging Iron-Works, Ship-building, raifing’and manufac- 
turing of Hemp and Flax, and al! other Manufactures not prohibited 
by theis Mother Country. They might bkewile fave at 
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Sums, which are now fent to England, by fetting up and eftablithing 
an Infurance-Office. This, I think, might effectually be done by an 
Act of Affembly for impowering the Truftees of the Loan-Office to 
fabfcribe all Policies that thould be brought tothem, on fuch Terms 
as fhould be fettied by the faid Truftees jointly with a Committee of 
Affembly, at a Meeting for that Purpofe, once a Month, or oftnet if 
neceflary. Befides the faving to the Country in the Article of Trade, 
it would probab!y yield a confiderable yearly Income towards the Sup- 
port of Government ; it being evident, that moft prudent Infurers 
are great Gainers upon the Whole of their Infurances, after all 
Loffes are deducted. 

Upon the Execution of this Schere, I am perfuaded, two vety 
great Advantages muft accrue; #7, That the Export would be 
increafed, and confequently bring the Ballance of Trade more in 
favour of the Province: And, Secord/y, that the Rate of Exchange 
would be fixed and afcertained ; which, "tis hoped, would effectually 
remove the Prejudices which the Merchants in England feem to 
have conceived againft a Paper Currency in the Colonies.

Errant, and like him, can fee Wonders by Hear-fay. It abhors 
Reafon, and is always for putting out her Eyes ; but loves to reign 
Tyrant over the Paflions, which it manages by Sounds and Non- 
fenfe. It is fo blind itfelf that it walks by feeling ; and vet fets up 
for an unerring Guide to all others. Old /nfallibility learnt it the 
Leffion to wreft the Bibles out of Men’s Hands, which it performe 
effectually, by perfuading all its Votaries, that nothing but its Sug- 
geftions are GOD’s Mind in the Scripture: And all that will not 
give away Scripture and Reafon tamely, for its inward Feelings and 
Experiences, are proclaimed carnal Men, who cannot underftand, 
but pervert the facred Oracles. It deals like the fame Holy Father, 
in Confeflions and Excommunications, and carefully excludes all 
from the Number of the Faithful, who will not tell every impertinent 
hypocritical Canter he meets, his Sins and Experiences. *Tisjalways 
crying out againft Perfecution, and is a moft furious Perfecutor to all 
that will not bow to its Sway. It cries out defperately againft Bigotry, 
and yet will give ne quarter to any that will think for themfelves, 
and refufe a blind Obedience to its peculiar and favourite Opinions. 
*Tis remarkable for one Quality, that all that it bewitches generally 
bid farewell to Reafon, and are carried by it to the Land of Clouds 
and Darknefs, under the Pretence of divine Light ; nor are they yet 
known, many of them, to be able to break the Spell, nor get rid of 
the Charm that blinds their Eyes.

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it had no other View in undertaking fo much Labour and Fatigue 
in travelling fo far, but theireternal Welfare ; that it cou'd carry 
all to Heaven in its Bofom: And feldom ftays longer in one Place 
than it fools them out of their Cash: It feems to have pofleited 
Judas, for it loves to finger the Penny, and carry the Bag. It 
claims Liberty to queftion and judge all, and refufes Subjection to 
every proper Judicature. The Pope makes Saints, but it makes 
Saints, Devils, and Brutes, as it fuits its Humours. It hates Greek 
and Hebrew, becaufe Holy Languages, and tells its Admirers, that 
it can make a fanctified Cobler at once an abler Divine then either 
Luther or Calvin. It has often haunted our Borders, difguifed like 
an Angel of Light ; but its Evil-Speaking and burning Revenge, its 
Malice and Cruelty toward all that will not renounce Scripture and 
Reafon, difcovers to all, that will not wink hard, that it has a 
cloven Foot, and is either Meloch, or Apollyon the Deftroyer. It 
has often been fpoken to, but can never be laid ; and the Reafon that 
is given is, becaufe there are no Conjurers, that deal with-Spirits of 
its Stamp, but foon turn its Admirers. Some furmife, from the 
Mobs and Diforders that attend it, that it is Be/ial, taking a Tour 
in Difguife ; others furmife, that it muft be the Spirit that infpired 
the Bachanals in Days of Yore, becaufe fome of its chief Votaries, 
while under its Impulfes, have wallowed wdnefs. They that 
are acquainted with the Affairs of the Ea dge, that it is the 
fame Spirit that was familiar with Mabomet ; becaufe it has the 
fame fierce and favage Temper, the fame falling Fits, and equally 
hates Learning, and cries up Ignorance. And fuch as have read the 
Records of Germany and England, aledge, that it was the fame who 
guided the incomparable ‘Jacob Bebmen in Writing his religious 
Jargon and dark Nonfenfe: That poflefs’d the Enthufiafts of 
Munfter: The Ranters in America, &c. But all that read the 
Hiftory of the Roman Pontifts, think that it was ador’d in dark 
Times by Pope Gregory or Hildebrand, and fome others of thefe 
Holy Necromancers ; who had more Acquaintance with fuch Spirits 
as thofe than with the Spirit of GOD. The Reader may judge for 
himfelf in thefe Things: But, it’s hoped, that all true Proteftants, 
whofe Fore-fathers had Courage enough to defpife the Thunders of 
the Vatican, and Anathemas of the great Pope, who pretended to 
Infallibility, will not be terrifi’d out of their Faith and Reafon, by 
the Roarings of a fallible Pope, or this Spirit of Delufion ; but will 
hold faft the Form of found Words, which is able to make Men 
Wife urito Salvation. Which that we may all be enabled to do, is 
the hearty Prayer, of the Hiftorian,

From Maufeovy, that the Czarina died the 7th of O08. N. S. 
and is fucceeded by Prince Jonn, Son of the Duke of Brunfwick- 
Lunenburg, and of the Princefs Anne of Mecklenberg, purfuant to an 
A& in Form which was figned by her Majefty the 5th Ditto. She 
alfo appointed the Duke of Cour/and to be Regent till the young 
Prince, whois about 3 Months old, comes to be 17 Years of Age. 

From Germany, that the Eleétor of Bavaria refufes to acknow- 
ledge the Archdutchefs (Daughter to the late Emperor) as Queen of 
Hunga:y, Bokemia, &c. alledging that her affuming thofe Titles is 
in Prejudice of his Rights, which he is determin’d to maintain ; and 
accordingly is putting all his Troops in Motion, That the King of 
Prujfia lays clair toa confiderable Part of the Emperor’s Territories 
in Silefia, ‘and has faddenly march’d his Troops into that Country, 
and taken Pofleffion: That Sparx laysclaim to fome of the Empe- 
ror’s Dominions in Ita/y, and is a€tually making Preparations to feize 
and fecure them. 

From France, that a great Coldnefs is arifen between that Court, 
and the Court of Great Britain; and that they are repairing their 
Fleet, andhope to have 50 Sail of Men of War, ready for the Sea, 
in the Spring. 

From Great Brita‘n, that the King made a moft gracious Speech 
tojboth Houfes of Parliament, on the 18th of O&»der 5 in which his 
Majefty declares his Refolution of carrying on the War again#t Spain 
with Vigour: His Majefty’s Speech was anfwer’d by warm, loyal 
and dutiful Adereffes from the Lords and Commons. ‘That an 
an Order was iffued by the Kingin Conncil, dated the 17th of No- 
vember, laying an Embargo on all Veffels in the Ports of Great Bri- 
tain, laden or to be laden with any kind of Provifion of Victuals to 
be exported to foreign Parts. ‘That there was a great Storm on the 
1ft of Nowember, which did great Damage both at Land and Sea, 
near 60 Veilels Being loft on the Coafts of Great Britain, Flanders 
and Holland. ‘That Orders are iffued for raifing ten new Regiments 
of Foot, and putting 20 more Ships of the Line into Commiffion. 
That Admiral Vervon’s Birth-Day was kept with great Rejoicings in 
Londen and other Parts of the Nation. Aad, that great and generous 
Prefents 2nd Rewards were given by the Government, Nobility and 
Gentry to Capt. Peddie, Commander of a Merchant Ship, for ma- 
king a gallant Defence againft a Spanifh Privateer. 

From Helland, that, fome of their Dykes were broke in the great 
Storm, and a confiderable Part of the Country drowned. 

From Boffon, that the Town has fuffer’d extreamly this Win- 
ter, thro’ the Scarcity of Fuel and Provifion, the Roads being fo 
full of Snow that they could not be brought in; and the Poft was 
oblig'd to leave bis Horly and travel with Saow-Shoss, i= a 
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large and bountiful Collection was made among the Rich for tt 
Relief of the Poor. 

From New-York, that many People in the Country were in 1 
great Want of Fodder for their Cattle, that in feveral Places For 
Cows are given to have one delivered in May; and that the Col 
has been fo fevere, that even Deer, Squirrels and Birds have bee 
found frozen to Death, and great Quantities of Sheep have perithec 
Wood fold in the City at gof per Cord. 

From Virginia, that by the Severity of the Winter the Loadin 
of the Fleet has been fo much retarded, that their Sailing, whic’ 
was fix’d for the 26th of February, is éefer’d to the aoth of April, 

From Antigua, that 25 Sail of Vefiels were at that Ifland 
which had been blown off thefe Northen Coaits this Winter. 

Extra& of a Letter from Jamaica, de ted Feb. § 

<« Since my laft to you, Admirals Og/e and Commodore Lefock ar 
arrived here with their Squadrons, and near a hundred Sail of Tran 
fports, with the Marines, befides Store-fliips, Fire-ihips,@c. My Lore 
Cathcart died on hisWay hither at Dominica, and his Entrails carriec 
to St. Kitts, andthere buried. The Marines are now under the 
Command of General Wentworth. Upon their Arrival here, there 
was a moft furprizing Difpatch given, in victualling, watering anc 
refitting them out for the Expedition. Admirals Vernon and Og: 
with General Wentevorth, {ail’d from hence within thefe ten D. ys, 

with 33 Ships of the Line of Battle, 22 Frigates, Fire-fhips and 
Bombs, and near a hundred Sail of Tranfport-Ships befides, with 
Marines on board. All the fick and defective Men were put athore 
in the Hofpitals: So that the whole Fleet is now comp leatly mann’d 
with hearty found bodied Men. 

There has been feveral Prizes fent in here lately by our Northward 
Privateers, among which, one Sloop by Capt. Drammond, loaded 
with Cocoa, dry Goods, &c. 

P. S§. The Fleet and Tranfports have all full four Months Pro- 
vifions of fevera] Species on board.” 

Extra& of a Letter from Annapolis in Maryland, dated Feb, 12. 

«¢ There has been (and, I may fay, yet continues) the hardeft 
Winter that ever was known here by the oldeft Perfon in it. Wood 
has been extreme dear, and hard to be got. Some have been oblig’d, 
in Town, to lie in Bed for want of Firing: Andin the Country, tome 
have been froze to Death: One Man near the Town, was much 
eaten by the Hogs before the Coroner’s Inqueft fat ; and it was ime- 
gin’d (by the Blood near his Body) that the Hogs got fou! of him 
before he was quite dead. We hear of many People drowned by being 
too venturefome on the Ice. Veffels have been much damaged by the 
Ice, and fomeloft: One, aSchooner, whereof Mark Markham wes 
Mafter, was out thro’ with the Ice in the Bay, and funk while the 
Matter was in the Cabin, where he perifi’d ; a Negro Fellow had 
juft time to fling himfelf from the End of the Boom on the Ice, by 
which Means he was faved. This happen’d in the Thaw the 
Jatter End of January: And prodigious other Damages. refent 
the River Severn, which i is about a Mile wide, is froze fo hard that 
Wood is brought to Town in Carts upon it: And other Rivers have 
been Goze ever fines the Winte: Sf fy jp, fo that a Stranger can 
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arce tell where is Water or where is Land, all being cover'd with a 
ick Coat of Snow. Abundance of Cattle, Hogs and Sheep have 
tith’d already, and more are daily perifhing. The Wild-Fowl, 
iere there is any Water open for them, have almott chang’d their 
atures and become tame ; but fo poor that they are worth little or 
thing. Provifions, fuch as Flour, Butter, &c. are grown fcarce 
ddear. And indeed the Winter here has been fo terrible that the 
ice of Affairs looks as if every thing would be fearce, both for the 
iftenance of Man and Beaft.”’
